Each of the four active political parlies on the campus: the 
C.C.F., L.P.P., Progressive Conservative and Liberal has in- 
vited a prominent man of his party to speak for approximate- 
ly fifteen minutes on the topic, "What my Party Stands 
For." Following the speeches, there will be u question period, 
in which the audience will have ample 'time to interrogate 
the speakers. 



Taking the floor for his party 
«111 be Colin Cameron elected 
O.C.P. member to the Houao of 
Commons for Nanalmo, B.C. In 
August 1953. Born in England, 
1886, Mr. Cameron came to Can- 
ada at the beginning of the cent- 
ury, where he later served his 
country during the four yeors of 
World War 1. Politically speak- 
ing, Mr. Cameron was elected to 
tho provincial legislature of B.C. 
in 1937, and re-elected four years 
later. During his term of office, 
he won recognition as a brilliant 
debator, and was known to be 
very well informed on the forest 
industry. Mr. Cameron, a member 
of the Boiler Maker's (API.) 
Union In Nanalmo, has been act- 
ive in C.C.P. for many years, 
having served a term as president 
of that party of B.C. 

Guy Caron, provincial lender 
of. the li.IU*., will \>o on hunil 
to lecture on the merits of his 
party. A graduate of McGIII 
University, Sir. Caron wan out- 
standing in debating, winning 
the TallKJt and Paplnenu troph- 
ies. This outstanding political 
figure was a pant enndidnte in 
both Federal and Provincial 
elections. 

P.O. FEATURE 
The Progressive Conservatives 
are featuring as their speaker, 
Howard C. Green, Q.C., M.C., a 
member of parliament In British 
Columbia for his constituent Van- 
couver Quadra, Mr. Green, a re 
nowned lawyer, was elected Into 
the house In 1936, and ten years 
later, gained the biggest majority 
In the country. He specializes in 
veterans' legislation and natural 
resources, and was a moBt Import 
ant figure in the House of Com-

W.L.M. King 
Subject of 
Forsey Talk

"Mackenzie King and the Liber- 
ty of the Subject," a spokesman 
for tho Historical Society told 
the Daily today. The gentleman 
giving the talk will be Dr. Eugene 
Forsey, tho Research Director of 
the Canadian Congress of Labour 
and he will do bo this evening, 
Monday, January 26, at 8:16 
P.M. in the Douglas Hall Coin 
mon Room.

Forsey was eduacted at McQlll 
and later went to the United 
Kingdom on a Rhodes Scholar 
ship. At present tho Director of 
Research for the C.C.L., Dr. For- 
sey taught for many years in tho 
Economics and Political Science 
Dept at McGIII. Active in politics 
he was Quebec President of the 
C.C.F. and a former member of 
(ho C.C.F. National Council. Dr, 
Forsey Is the author and co-nu 
thor of a number of works on 
Labour Problems and Common 
wealth Affairs. 

Active also In the Canadian Po 
lltlcal Science Association, Eu 
gene Forsey served for two terms 
on the Association Council.

Enrollment Data 
Shows Increase • 
9n Population 

Latest figures on enrollment at 
McGIII Indicate that the growth of 
Montreal, which mado Itself felt 
In tho increase in public school 
enrollment, Is beginning to bo seen 
at the university level. 

Although the number of veter- 
ans at McGill has dropped from 
755 to approximately 100 in the 
last year, tho total enrollment 
has remained fairly constant, 
showing that civilians, probably 
recent high school graduates, have 
filled In the difference. 

The present university enroll 
ment of 6-174 Is expected lo reach 
last year's final total of 6615 with- 
in 50 or 75 by February, 

'According to the statistics, the 
faculty of Law falls the most stud- 
ents, since Its enrollment from 
first year to fourth year has de- 
creased by lOtf,. However, this is 
an improvement over last year 
when there was a difference of 
65 Cr. More women drop out of 
Engineering. Six arc enrolled in 
first year Engineering and one In 
fifth. 

In Medicine thcro 13 little 
change from tho first year class 
of. 115 to the fourth yevr class 
of 110. In thosame way Dentistry 
goes from 31 to S7. Enrollment 
In tho faculty of Household 
Science Is greatest for first and 
fourth years. 

Divided Into nationalises, the, 
McGIII registration consists of 
5702 Canadiens, 24 8 students from 
other Commonwealth countries 
and 575 foreigners (Includluir 
those from the United States). 

Thero are fewest women "egls- 
tered In Dentistry, Divinity and 
Agriculture, each of these ineult- 
les having no women students 
Next are Law and Graduate Nur- 
ses, each with 7, and Fine Art* 
and Engineering with 9. T-venty- 
flvo women are enrolled in Med- 
icine. 

There are no men In Fine Arts, 
Household Science, Graduate Nur- 
sing, or Physical and Occuwtlon- 
al Therapy. 

Fifty-eight* students have can- 
celled their courses recently. 

Arts and Science, Including 
Commerce and Fine Arts, Is the 
largest faculty and has 2036 stud- 
ents. Engineering follows with 
1377. ArtB and Science alone has 
1571. 

Only Science and Commerce en- 
rollments In first year have dropp- 
ed since last year. Commerce has 
cone from 126 lo 115 and Science 
from 193 to 192. . 



slop he Is, an historian and poli- 
tical scientist, being a Professor 
of History at Mont Holyoko Col- 
lege. He is tho author of tlve 
widely-acclaimed nntl-fasclst text, 
"Metapolltlcs: From the Roman- 
tics to Hitler", and of the more 
recent "Conservatism Revlstlted." 
Mr. Vlereck's first book of poems, 
"Terror and Decorum", won the 
Pulitzer Prize In 1949; his second 
collection was published the fol- 
lowing year, "Strike Through the 
Mask."

Summer 
Seminar 
In Austria 

An international summer semi- 
nar will be held at the mountain 
village of Alpbach, Austria, this 
summer for the purpose of 
achieving botter understanding 
and closer contact between teach- 
ers and students, scientists and 
artiste. 

The Austrian College Socioty 
has organised this International 
Summer Seminar every year since 
1945. 

Most of tho scientific work nt 
the Seminar will be done in ten 
study groups directed by promi- 
nent University professors. The 
working languages of these study- 
groups will bo German in four of 
them. English In three, French in 
two, and Italian In one. These 
study groups will bo supplement- 
ed by lectures by outstanding ex 
ports. The general theme of tho 
scientific work to be carried on 
will be "Our Age and Science." 

A series of discussions and lec 
tures by eminent personalities 
dealing chiefly with problems of 
an nil-European interest havo 
been planned. In addition to these 
the Seminar will offer a rich cul- 
tural program including art exhi 
bitlons and concerts. This pro 
gram will be much more extensive 
than that of the average summer 
seminar. 

The village of Alpbach is sit- 
uated In a valley of the Tyrol 
Illver and is about 25 miles from

Psych Department Does 
Research on Boredom 

"The brain is not like a calculating- machine which can respond at once after lying 
idle. It must be kept warmed up and working." 

This is one of the conclusions drawn from an experiment now being performed by 
the McGill Psychology Department. Its object is to determine the effect that the limiting 
of his senses has on a man's mental functioning, or critical faculties. 



Subjects of this experiment, 
who were selected from mule Mc- 
Gill students applying for part 
time work, lived for as long as 
they could lust it out In an ulr- 
coudltloned cubicle 5'-j feet high, 
eight fcet'lotig and 3>,i feet wide. 
Each luy on u comfortable cot 
with bis bcud resting in u t.'- 
shuped holder, his curs covered 
with earphones that emitted a 
steady hum. Ills eyes blinded by 
KogRles thnt let in only n vague 
liKbt, ii ltd ills gloved hands en- 



cased in cardboard cuffs which 
extended beyond Ills fingertips. 
Thirty Subjects 

To duto .10 students have sub- 
mitted themselves to tills experi- 
ment. They are paid fJU for each 
day they spend in the cubicle. 
.Some have lasted only nine hours, 
some five days. 

Subjects have no way of keep- 
ing track of time. Whenever they 
wuiii to eat they are given meals; 
ono student nte six time in one 
day. 



Usually the testée slept ut 
first. Later he would become 
restless. Ilorcdom was n pro- 
blem. Some students amused 
themselves by singing or whist- 
ling, tapping the cardboard 
cuffs together or exploring the 
cubicle with the cuffs. 

After a time the subject would 
find that lie Was unable to con- 
centrate any longer.

Before we break into unrestrained 
cheering over the Quebec government's pro- 
posals for increasing aid to universities, it 
might be wise to look more deeply into the 
plan. 

the new tax bill, we know few of the dc- 
thè new tax bill, we know few o fthe de- 
tails. We don't know whether the Quebec 
government intends to make up the whole 
amount being lost by the universities 
'through refusal of Federal aid. We don't 
know whether any attempt will be made to 
compensate for the benefits already lost. 
We don't know when the universities can 
expect to get the money. The answers to 
these. questions will determine whether this 
move' will be full satisfaction or only a 
gesture. 



have the right to accept aid from any sour- 
ce, and that mere acceptance of financial 
help does not necessarily involve control. 
In this case, where the money offered has 
no strings attached, we do not feel that 
there is any danger to the constitutional 
rights of the provinces. All the arguments 
used against refusal of Federal aid will re- 
main valid except one — we can no longer 
plead impending bankruptcy. 

We hope that the efforts that have been 
made to secure Federal aid for the univers- 
ities of this Province will not be abandoned 
merely because they cease to become es- 
sential for our survival. If the Provincial 
government increases its support, it will 
correct the. worst effects of the refusal of 
Federal aid. It will not make that refusal

however, the universities will still be de- 
prived of $2,000,000 of Federal grants. The 
loss will be less painful is the Quebec gov- 
ernment makes up the difference, but the 
arugments for Federal aid outlined in Mc-

will be no less valid. 

We still believe that a university should 



'We appreciate and welcome the propos- 
als of the Provincial government to increa- 
se its aid. We need the money badly. We 
can't help thinking, though, that the peo- 
ple of Quebec will be paying a bit of a high 
price for what the rest of Canada is getting 
anyway.

The' question of the pla^c of women in college 
has a serious ns well as a humorous side. There 
seems to be wide differences between the cynical 
private concensus of opinions and public admiss- 
ions on the matter. 

If you ask the average college girl why she 
goes to college you are liable to get a rather 
clever answer; she goes to college to get an edu- 
cation. Unfortunately her answer is not complete 
and raises two Questions. Why should she go to 
college to get an education and secondly, Is she 
being educated there? 

, ;. :,; The current answers to the first question arc 
In termB of high-sounding phrases. No matter 
how acceptnblq these arc It does not menn that 
they are right or reasonable. Perhaps women 
should have the privilege of sharing In the devel- 
opment of our nation, world, etc. Perhaps not. 
The problem Is more a philosophical one and not 
really the main Issue, which is clearly pointed 
out by the second question. Is the college girl 
getting an education? This means we must ex- 
amina the product. 

b . Some university women merit praise rnthcr 
than criticism. These are the ones seriously pur- 
suing a chosen enrcer with the ambition and dili- 
gence necessary for success. 

On the other hand there nre many girls who 
are here without good reason. As a product they 
:aro more disappointing. We are fallling In our 
education for these girls. We are not producing 
thinkers but only- the homogeneous minds of the 
women's club. Wo nre making them sophisticated 
and sexually mnladjustcd. They have poise; they 
are well-dressed. They have learned to smoke 
cigarettes In an elegant fashion. Tlîey nre ex terts 
In lecture and lunchroom chatter. They have nc-

quired a smattering of the speculations and 
theories of their courses and throw these about 
with. the supreme self-confidence of the dogma- 
" list." They" feel they are cultured and "some" are 
rapidly acquiring an English accent. Their charm 
Is meretriclnusness. Hut not one of them has ever 
hand an original Idea in her life. 

A university should be something more than a 
hunting ground. A degree should be something 
more than a prerequisite to Montreal society. In- 
tellcctuallsm should he something more than the 
rapid exchange of pleasant banalities on the Arts 
Building steps. 

This is a depressing picture but we are not 
left without a solution. Simply, we must give the 
girl a good reason for going to college and pro- 
vide her with an education when she gets there. 
We do need nurses, lady doctors, teachers, tech- 
nicians, journalists, librarians, social workers 
and specialists In the humanities and social scien- 
ces and so on. 

A start should he made by keeping the non- 
serious girls out or by rapidly eliminating them. 
Tills means a higher standard, cspevlally in Gen- 
eral Arts. Some suggest we should Increase tlu 
required courses from four to say, six. Tho de- 
partments could design courses to Instnll a criti- 
cal altitude, to encourage investigation and to 
point the way to careers. Practical courses could 
be established to reorient these girls to the real- 
ity of life. Upon graduation they would not feel 
the bewilderment in facing a world for which 
they were Ill-prepared. 

They could still soak up culture. They could 
earn a living and they could have some useful- 
ness in lite!

Information was nhlnlned from 
tho subjects' own statements and 
from n series of tests given after 
12, 24 and 48 hours in tho cu- 
bicle nnd again three days after 
leaving. Tlie i tests consisted of 
mental and regulnr urithmetic, 
making words from Jumbled let- 
ters and completing number se- 
ries. v 

Tho results of the tests that 
tin: longer the student remain- 
ed in the cubicle, the moro er» 
rors ho made on the test, In- 
dicating that "the normal func- 
tioning of tho waking brnin de- 
pends on its being continually 
exposed to sensory bombard- 
ment, which produces a conti- 
nued 'arousal reaction', ac- 
cording to the Psychology De- 
partment. 

The Importance of boredom 
as a factor In human behavior 
was also demonstrated by the 
experiment. 

Hallucinations 
Another significant factor was 
that subjects reported "having hal- 
lucinations, or visual linages. The 
last 14 tested wero told to notice 
this specifically. All 14 reported 
seeing dots of light, tines or sim- 
ple geometrical patterns. Some 
saw figures or objects, for exnm- 
plo a line of squirrels with sacks 
thrown over their shoulderB 
marching across a snow-flcld. 
The application of this last is 
seen iu cases of highway acci- 
dents involving truck drlverB 
who had been driving for hours 
at night who swerved suddenly 
to avoid a smnll anlmnl In tho 
road, although . it was later 
proved that no such animal 
was there. 

The experiment was started 
seven montha ngo to deal with 
the practical problem of lapses 
which occur when a man must 
give cIobo and prolonged atten 
tlon to a job such as watching a 
radar screen or driving a truck 
all night, which does nothing 
much to stimulate his senses. In 
charge of the project are Dr..W. 
H. Dexton, Dr. \V. Herron and T. 
II. Scott.
